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1 . BENIN S COMPLAINT OF "AGGRESSION" - 

BENIN S ACTING PERMREP HOUNGAVOU ASKED SECURITY COUNCIL 
PRESIDENT MURRAY (UK) FOR INFORMAL SC CONSULTATIONS AND 
FORMAL CONCIL MEETING FEB. 7 ON BENIN S COMPLAINT AND 
HOPED DISCUSSION COULD TERMINATE FEB. 8 WITH ADOPTION OF 
RESOLUTION WHICH WOULD CONSTITUTE FACT-FINDING MISSION TO 
DETERMINE WHO WAS RESPONSIBLE FOR "AGGRESSION" AND WHY 
"AGGRESSION" WAS COMMITTED. UKUN MISOFF DESCRIBED HOUNGAVOU 
AS "EVASIVE" IN ASSIGNING BLAME AND DETAILING

2. SPECIAL SESSION ON DISARMAMENT - 

ROMANIAN MISOFF INFORMED US THAT EASTERN EUROPEAN 
GROUP FINALLY AGREED TO BACK DOWN FROM ITS DEMAND FOR EIGHT 
SEATS ON THE PREPARATORY COMMITTEE FOR 1978 SPECIAL GA 
SESSION ON DISARMAMENT, AND BULGARIA AND CZECHOSLOVAKIA 
AGREED TO WITHDRAW THEIR CANDIDACIES. THEREFORE, THE 
SIX EASTERN EUROPEAN MEMBERS OF THE PREPARATORY COMMITTEE 
WILL BE USSR, GDR, HUNGARY, POLAND, ROMANIA AND YUGOSLAVIA.

3. ALLIED VIEWS ON COMPREHENSIVE TEST BAN (CTB) - 

AT THE UN, OUR ALLIES HAVE LONG SUPPORTED CTB OBJECTIVE 
AND SHARE THE GENERAL VIEW THAT ITS ATTAINMENT IS THE 
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SINGLE MOST IMPORTANT GA DISARMAMENT GOAL. MAIORITY OF THEM 
VOTED FOR THE 1976 RESOLUTION "CONDEMNING" ALL NUCLEAR 
TESTS. AND REGARDLESS OF THEIR OWN SECURITY CONCERNS ALLIED 
ATTITUDES AT THE UN ALSO REFLECT DEEP AND GROWING 
CONCERN THAT FAILURE TO ATTAIN CTB WILL UNDERMINE AND MAY 
FINALLY DEFEAT EFFORTS TO PREVENT FURTHER NUCLEAR 
PROLIFERATION. MANY ALLIES BELIEVE THE US AND USSR SHOULD 
MOVE INITIALLY TO LIMITED-PARTICIPATION CTB RATHER THAN 
SEEK ALL-NUCLEAR- WEAPON STATE AGREEMENT AS DEMANDED BY 
SOVIETS. THOUGH SOMEWHAT FLEXIBLE, ALLIES GENERALLY FAVOR 
CCD AS FORUM FOR NEGOTIATING CTB AND ENVISAGE IT AS

SOVIET AND IRAQI REPRESENTATIVES TO THE COMMITTEE ON NON-

TO RAISE THE ISSUE OF "RACISM/ZIONISM" AT THE COMMITTEE'S

AND RECALLING ITS EARLIER REQUEST FOR OUR SUPPORT FOR FRG

(CSTD) - 

CORRIDOR DISCUSSIONS WITH SEVERAL G-77 DELEGATIONS AND 
GENERAL DEBATE STATEMENTS (NEPAL, VENEZUELA) REVEAL STRONG 
DESIRE AMONG DEVELOPING COUNTRIES FOR LOCATING THE CSTD 
SECRETARIAT IN NEW YORK, ALTHOUGH NO FORMAL G-77 DECISION 
TAKEN. UK AND THE NETHERLANDS ALSO BACK NEW YORK LOCATION. 
IT IS LIKELY THAT THE UN OFFICE OF SCIENCE AND

THE COMMITTEE DISCUSSED ARRANGEMENTS FOR THIS YEAR'S 
OBSERVANCE OF THE INTERNATIONAL DAY FOR THE ELIMINATION 
OF RACIAL DISCRIMINATION MARCH 21. INVITATIONS TO SPEAK 
AT THE OBSERVANCE ARE TO BE SENT TO, AMONG OTHERS, THE UN 
SECRETARY GENERAL, AND THE PRESIDENTS OF THE GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY AND THE SECURITY COUNCIL.
